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PREFACE. 

This  report  gives  the  results  of  the  Census  of  Industry  for  the  year  1917  in 
respect  of  creameries,  cheese  and  condensed  milk  factories.  As  in  the  case  of  the 
Report  on  the  Production  of  Creameries  and  Cheese  Factories  for  1915  and  1916, 
published  in  1917,  the  data  have  been  compiled  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of 
Statistics  in  collaboration  with  the  Governments  of  the  nine  provinces  of  Canada. 
But  the  inquiry  has  covered  a much  wider  field  than  that  of  1917,  embracing 
many  features  common  to  the  Census  of  Industry  as  a whole.  Thus,  in  addition 
to  the  quantities  and  values  of  products,  the  data  collected  comprise  particulars 
of  capital  invested,  labour  statistics,  materials  used,  number  of  days  that 
factories  were  in  operation,  the  fuel  and  power  used  and  expenses  of  miscellaneous 
character.  All  these  matters  are  included  in  the  report;  and,  moreover,  the 
data  are  given  by  counties  and  districts  as  well  as  by  provinces. 

In  undertaking  a comprehensive  statistical  investigation  of  Canadian  dairy 
factories,  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  has  followed  the  principle  of 
working  as  closely  as  possible  with  the  Dairy  Branches  of  the  Agricultural 
Departments  of  the  Provincial  Governments.  From  the  dairjdng  experts  in 
every  province,  as  well  as  from  those  of  the  Dairy  and  Cold  Storage  Branch  of 
the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Bureau  received  cordial  assistance,. 
and  the  measures  adopted  were  the  result  of  mutual  arrangements  according  to 
the  exigencies  of  the  case  in  each  province.  By  this  plan,  also,  duplicate 
inquiries  were  avoided,  and  the  results  obtained  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
provincial  authorities  immediately  upon  completion  of  the  work.  For  all  the 
provinces,  excepting  Quebec,  the  data  were  collected  upon  an  uniform  schedule, 
jointly  agreed  to  by  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Governments,  the  copies  being 
printed  by  the  Dominion  Bureau.  For  all  the  provinces,  excepting  Quebec  and 
Ontario,  the  schedules  were  distributed  and  collected  by  the  Dairy  Branches  of 
the  Provincial  Departments  of  Agriculture,  the  schedules  when  completed  being 
returned  for  compilation  to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.  In  the  case  of 
Ontario,  the  schedules  were  distributed,  collected  and  compiled  by  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics;  but  the  list  of  factories  was  furnished  by  the  Dairy  Branch 
of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture,  which  also  rendered  assistance  in 
securing  dilatory  returns. 

In  Quebec,  where  annual  statistics  of  the  dairy  factories  of  the  province 
have  been  collected  since  1914,  the  Quebec  Bureau  of  Statistics  placed  the  data 
of  1917  freely  at  the  disposal  of  the  Dominion  Bureau,  lending  the  original 
schedules  from  which  were  abstracted  the  figures  analogous  to  those  collected 
from  the  other  provinces. 

It  is  desirable  to  point  out  that  the  statistics  in  this  Report  do  not  embrace 
butter  made  on  the  farm,  which  is  sold  under  the  general  term  of  “dairy  butter,” 
and  which  constitutes  the  larger  proportion  of  the  total  production.  Nor  do 
they  include  the  small  proportion  of  home-made  cheese.  There  are  no  annual 
statistics  of  the  production  of  home-made  butter  and  cheese;  but  the  Census 
of  1911  showed  that  in  1910  the  total  production  of  home-made  butter  was 
137,110,200  lb.,  or  68  per  cent  of  the  total  butter  production,  viz.,  201,808,365 
lb.,  and  that  for  cheese  in  the  same  year  the  home-made  product  amounted  to 
1,371,092  lb.,  or  0-7  per  cent  of  the  total  cheese  production  of  201,275,297  lb. 

The  statistics  have  been  collected  and  compiled  under  the  supervision  of 
Miss  F.  A.  Brown,  of  the  staff  of  the  Industrial  Census,  and  the  report  has  been 
written  by  Mr.  Ernest  H.  Godfrey,  F.S.S.,  in  charge  of  Agricultural 
Statistics.

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DAIRY  FACTORIES  OF  CANADA,  1917 

' Introduction. 

• 

Forming  part  of  the  Census  of  Industry  carried  out  by  the  Dominion  Bureau 
of  Statistics  in  1918  for  the  year  1917,  the  tables  which  follow  record  the  results 
obtained  by  the  compilation  of  schedules  collected  from  the  dairy  factories  of 
each  of  the  provinces  of  Canada.  These  factories  are  grouped  into  five  divisions, 
viz.,  A,  Creameries;  B,  Cheese  Factories;  C,  Combined  Butter  and  Cheese 
Factories;  D,  Condensed  Milk  Factories;  and  E,  All  Factories,  i.e.,  the  totals 
combined  of  the  data  for  Creameries,  Cheese  Factories,  Combined  Factories  and 
Condensed  Milk  Factories.  For  each  group  the  data  collected  comprise  the 
number  of  establishments,  the  capital  invested,  the  number  of  employees,  their 
salaries  and  wages,  the  number  of  patrons  and  of  cows,  the  quantities  and 
values  of  materials  used,  and  data  respecting  the  time  factories  operated,  the 
nature  and  quantity  of  fuel  and  of  power,  the  rent  of  offices  and  of  machinery  and 
the  cost  of  repairs,  taxes,  etc. 

Comparisons  with  previous  years  are  given  where  possible,  and  to  the  main 
tables  are  added  returns  of  the  Canadian  exports  and  imports  of  dairy  products 
covering  a series  of  years. 

Establishments,  Patrons  and  Number  of  Cows. 

The  total  number  of  Canadian  creameries  and  factories  operating  in  1917  is 
returned  as  3,418,  including  949  creameries,  1,900  cheese  factories,  549  combined 
factories  (butter  and  cheese)  and  20  condensed  milk  factories.  The  total  num- 
ber of  patrons  (i.e.  dairy  farmers  contributing  milk  or  cream)  in  1917  was 
248,683.  These  figures,  compared  with  those  of  1915  and  1916,  are  shown,  by 
provinces,  in  Table  1.

A considerable  proportion  of  the  factories  failed  to  include  in  their  returns 
the  number  of  cows  furnishing  milk;  so  that  no  certain  data  were  obtained  as 
to  the  total  number  of  milch  cows  used  in  factory  production.  If,  however,  we 
maj^  assume  that  the  number  of  cows  furnishing  milk  to  the  factories  that 
failed  to  reply  to  this  question  bore,  for  each  province,  the  same  proportion  to 
the  quantity  of  manufactured  products  as  did  the  number  of  cows  in  the  case 
of  the  factories  that  duly  answered  the  question,  we  may  estimate  that  the 
total  number  of  cows  that  furnished  milk  was  about  1,568,200,  distributed  by 
provinces  as  follows;  Prince  Edward  Island  15,540;  Nova  Scotia  19,806;  New 
Brunswick  15,834;  Quebec  545,869;  Ontario  712,788;  Manitoba  96,928; 
Saskatchewan  59,785;  Alberta  92,554  and  British  Columbia  9,095.  The  total 
estimated  number  of  milch  cows  in  Canada  in  1917  was  3,543,600;  so  that  the 
number  estimated  as  supplying  the  factories,  viz.,  1,568,200,  represents  44  p.c. 
of  the  whole.

For  all  Canada  the  total  deliveries  of  milk  in  1917  amounted  to  2,902,564,856 
lb.,  as  compared  with  2,600,542,987  lb.  in  1916  and  2,630,001,765  lb.  in  1915.  In 
the  province  of  Quebec,  the  deliveries  of  milk  to  creameries  were  less  in  1917 
than  in  1916,  whilst  the  deliveries  to  cheese  factories  showed  an  increase.  In 
Ontario,  for  the  reason  given  in  the  footnote  on  page  v,  the  deliveries  to 
combined  factories  showed  a decrease,  and  those  to  cheese  factories  an  increase, 
as  did  also  the  total  deliveries.  It  is  not  possible  to  compare  the  deliveries  of 
cream  in  1917  with  those  of  1915  and  1916,  because  in  1917  the  deliveries  of 
cream  were  expressed  in  lb.  of  butter  fat,  whilst  in  the  report  for  1915  and  1916 
they  were  given  in  lb.  of  cream.  The  total  deliveries  of  cream  in  1917,  expressed 
in  lb.  of  butter  fat,  amounted  to  58,810,682.  (See  Table  IV  on  page  58.) 


Production  and  Value  of  Creamery  Butter. 

The  total  production  of  creamery  butter  in  Canada,  in  1917,  was  returned 
as  87,526,939  lb.,  of  the  value  of  -134,274,218,  as  compared  with  82,564,130  lb.,  of 
the  value  of  $26,966,355,  in  1916,  and  83,991,453  lb.,  of  the  value  of  $24,385,052, 
in  1915.  Comparative  figures  of  production  and  value  for  the  three  years  1915, 
1916  and  1917  are  given  in  Table  3.

This  table  shows  that  the  largest  production  of  creamery  butter  in  1917  was 
in  Quebec,  with  34,392,562  lb.,  as  compared  with  34,323,275  lb.  in  1916.  The 
butter  production  of  the  other  provinces  was  in  1917  as  follows,  the  figures  for 
1916  being  placed  within  brackets  for  comparison:  Ontario  28,714,352  lb. 

(24,680,109  lb.),  Alberta  8,943,971  lb.  (8,521,784  lb.).  Manitoba  7,050,921  lb. 
(6,574,510  lb.),  Saskatchewan  4,220,758  lb.  (4,310,669  lb.).  Nova  Scotia 
1,746,662  lb.  (1,586,679  lb.),  British  Columbia  1,294,743  lb.  (1,243,292  lb.). 
Prince  Edward  Island  597,271  lb.  (613,880  lb.)  and  New  Brunswick  565,699  lb. 
(709,932  lb.).  The  total  production  of  creamery  butter  in  Canada  for  1917 
shows  an  increase  over  1916  of  4,962,809  lb.,  the  increases  being  in  Nova 
Scotia,  Quebec,  Ontario,  Manitoba,  Alberta  and  British  Columbia.  The  other 
three  provinces  showed  a decrease. 
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Production  and  Value  of  Factory  Cheese. 

As  shown  in  Table  4,  the  total  production  of  factor}^  cheese  in  1917  was 
194,904,336  lb.,  of  the  value  of  S41, 180,623,  as  compared  with  192,968,597  lb., 
of  the  value  of  835,512,622,  in  1916  and  183,887,837  lb.,  of  the  value  of 
$27,097,176  in  1915,

$23,312,935,  in  1916,  and  125,001,136  lb.,  of  the  value  of  $18,831,413,  in  1915.

For  Canada  the  average  wholesale  price  of  creamery  butter  works  out  to  39 
cents  per  lb.,  as  compared  with  33  cents  in  1916  and  30  cents  in  1915.  By 
provinces,  the  price  for  1917  is  highest  in  British  Columbia,  46  cents,  the  prices 
in  the  remaining  provinces  ranging  as  follows:  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia 
41  cents;  Prince  Edward  Island  40  cents;  Quebec  40  cents;  Ontario  39  cents; 
Manitoba  37  cents;  Saskatchewan  37  cents  and  Alberta  38  cents. 

The  average  wholesale  price  of  factory-made  cheese  for  Canada  was  for  1917 
21  cents  per  lb.  as  compared  with  18  cents  in  1916  and  15  cents  in  1915.  For 
1917  the  highest  price  per  lb.  was  in  British  Columbia  30  cents,  and  in  the  other 
provinces  the  average  price  was  close  to  20  or  21  cents  per  lb.

For  1900  and  1910  the  figures  shown  are  those  of  the  decennial  census;  for 
1907  they  are  those  of  the  special  postal  census  of  that  year  and  for  1915,  1916 
and  1917  they  are  the  figures  as  jointly  published  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of 
Statistics  and  the  Provincial  Governments. 
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Other  Data. 

In  the  main  tables  of  this  Report  are  recorded  by  provinces,  counties  or 
districts,  a variety  of  other  statistics  relating  to  the  detailed  working  of  the  factory 
system,  which  will  be  of  special  interest  to  those  engaged  in  the  dairying  industry, 
and  which  will  also  be  of  contributory  value  in  connection  with  any  survey  of 
the  total  industrial  operations  of  the  Dominion, 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the  conditions  governing  the 
factory  system  in  Quebec  differ  considerably  from  those  in  Ontario  and  the  other 
provinces.  For  this  reason,  certain  particulars  collected  by  the  uniform 
industrial  schedule  in  the  provinces  other  than  Quebec,  were  not  applicable  to  or 
obtainable  from  the  Quebec  factories.  The  creameries  and  factories  in  Quebec 
are  numerous  but  relatively  small ; each  is  managed  by  from  one  person  to  three 
persons,  invariably  males  above  the  age  of  16.  They  are  employed  only  for  six 
months  in  the  year,  and  at  the  time  when  the  schedules  are  filled  up  the  work  for 
the  year  is  done,  and  there  are  practically  no  stocks  on  hand.  There  are  no 
expenses  for  advertising  nor  for  the  delivery  of  milk  and  cream.  As  a rule  the 
fuel  used  is  wood,  and  the  engines  do  not  exceed  5 or  6 h.p. 

Capital  Invested. — The  total  value  of  the  capital  invested  in  the  dairy 
factories  of  Canada  in  1917  was  $19,628,001.  This  sum  comprises  the  items  for 
land  and  buildings  $8,641,413,  machinery  and  tools  $6,575,504,  products,  fuel 
and  miscellaneous  supplies  on  hand  $2,507,363,  and  cash  and  operating  accounts 
$1,903,721.  In  Ontario  the  capital  invested  was  $8,395,483  and  in  Quebec  it  was 
$5,585,538.  In  the  other  provinces  the  amounts  represented  by  capital  invested 
were,  in  order,  as  follows;  Manitoba  $1,630,339;  Alberta  $1,538,965;  British 
Columbia  $1,067,398;  Saskatchewan  $859,975;  Nova  Scotia  $264,912;  Prince 
Edward  Island  $167,159;  and  New  Brunswick  $118,232. 

Labour  Statistics. — The  total  number  of  dairy  factory  employees  was 
10,391,  comprising  1,635  officers  receiving  salaries  and  8,756  wage-earners,  in- 
cluding 3,037  employees  in  Quebec  where,  except  for  condensed  milk  factories, 
no  distinction  is  made  between  salaried  employees  and  wage-earners.  Salaries 
and  wages  paid  amounted  to  $5,447,346,  comprising  $651,193  paid  in  salaries 
and  $4,796,153  paid  in  wages,  ncluding  $1,045,688  to  employees  in  Quebec. 
By  provinces  the  total  amounts  for  salaries  and  wages  were  as  follows:  Ontario 
$2,586,706;  Quebec  $1,045,688;  Alberta  $637,503;  Manitoba  $529,841 ; British 
Columbia  $290,841;  Saskatchewan  $225,448;  Nova  Scotia  $52,783;  New 
Brunswick  $41,784  and  Prince  Edward  Island  $36,752. 

Fuel  and  Power  Used. — The  total  value  of  the  fuel  used  for  creameries 
and  cheese  factories  in  1917  was  .$834,036.  Of  this  amount  $408,534  were 
expended  on  coal,  $166,676  on  wood  and  $55,907  on  other  fuel,  in  addition  to 
$202,919  fuel  not  distinguished  in  Quebec.  The  quantity  of  coal  used  was 
57,543  tons,  of  which  40,870  tons  were  used  in  Ontario  and  of  wood  56,197  cords, 
of  which  46,782  cords  were  used  in  Ontario.  The  total  quantity  of  fuel  con- 
sumed in  Quebec  was  not  given,  but  its  value  was  returned  as  $211,536,  including 
$8,617,  the  value  of  coal  used  for  condensed  milk.  For  all  the  provinces,  except 
Quebec,  the  steam  power  comprised  918  engines  or  other  units,  of  which  724 
were  in  Ontario.  The  total  h.p.  available  was  11,633  and  the  h.p  used  was 
9,372.  In  Quebec  the  h.p.  used  was  17,967.  Other  power  used  amounted  in 
all  the  provinces,  excepting  Quebec,  to  1,061  units,  the  available  h.p.  being 
11,746  and  the  h.p.  used  being  10,388.  In  Ontario  the  units  of  power  other 
than  steam  numbered  691,  the  available  h.p.  being  7,817  and  the  power  used 
6,757  h.p.  In  Quebec  the  quantity  used  of  h.p.  other  than  steam  was  894. 

Miscellaneous. — The  total  amount  paid  to  patrons  was  $73,863,845,  and 
the  total  expenditure,  including  salaries  and  wages  $5,447,346,  fuel  $834,036, 
materials  .$3,844,699  and  miscellaneous  expenses  $2,498,334,  was  $86,488,260. 
In  addition  to  the  value  of  the  production  of  butter  and  cheese,  other  products 
were  sold  to  the  value  of  $18,424,485  (see  Table  VUI,  page  86),  which  added 
to  the  value  of  butter  $34,274,218,  and  cheese,  .$41,180,623,  brought  up  the  total 
value  of  the  products  of  dairy  factories  in  1917  to  .$9.3,879,326.

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PREFACE. 

Ce  rapport  contient  les  resultats  du  Recensement  Industriel  de  1917, 
en  ce  qui  concerne  les  beurreries,  fromageries  et  fabriques  de  lait  condense. 
Conformement  au  precedent  etabli  par  le  rapport  sur  la  production  des  beur- 
reries et  fromageries  en  1915  et  1916,  public  en  1917,  ces  donnees  ont  ete  com- 
pilees  par  le  Bureau  Federal  de  la  Statistique,  en  collaboration  avec  les  gouver- 
nements  des  neuf  provinces  du  Canada.  Mais  cette  investigation  a convert 
un  champ  beaucoup  plus  large  que  I’enquete  precedente,  car  elle  embrasse 
de  nombreux  elements  communs  a toutes  les  industries.  Ainsi,  outre  les 
quantites  et  la  v^eur  des  produits,  elle  nous  renseigne  sur  les  capitaux  engages, 
le  personnel  et  la  main-d’oeuvre,  les  matieres  premieres  employees,  la  duree 
des  operations,  le  combustible  consomme,  la  force  motrice  utilisee  et  les  depenses 
diverses  d’ exploitation.  On  trouvera  tons  ces  details  dans  le  present  rapport 
et,  de  plus,  les  informations  sont  donnees  non  seulement  par  provinces,  mais 
aussi  par  comtes  et  districts. 

En  se  livrant  a cette  enquete  detaillee  sur  les  etablissenients  de  Tindustrie 
laitiere  au  Canada,  le  Bureau  Federal  de  la  Statistique  s’est  concerte  aussi 
etroitement  que  possible  avec  les  differents  services  affectes  a I’industrie  laitiO-e 
dans  les  ministeres  provinciaux  de  I’Agriculture.  Les  fonctionnaires  et  inspecteurs 
speciaux  de  toutes  les  provinces,  de  meme  que  ceux  de  la  division  de  I’lndustrie 
Laitiere  et  de  la  Refrigeration  du  ministere  federal  de  I’Agriculture  nous  ont 
prete  leur  entier  concours,  et  les  mesures  adoptees  furent  le  resultat  d’accords 
adoptes  aux  exigences  speciales  de  chaque  province.  Par  ce  moyen,  nous 
avons  evite  le  double  emploi,  les  resultats  obtenus  ayant  ete  communiques  aux 
autorites  provinciates  des  I’achevement  du  travail. 

Dans  toutes  les  provinces  a I’exception  de  Quebec,  les  donnees  du  recensement 
furent  recueillies  au  moyen  d’un  questionnaire  uniforme  approuve  par  tons 
les  gouvernements  provinciaux  et  les  autorites  federales,  et  imprime  a I’lmpri- 
merie  nationale.  Dans  toutes  les  provinces,  a I’exception  de  Quebec  et  Ontario, 
ces  formules  ont  ete  distributes  par  les  soins  des  Divisions  de  I’lndustrie  Laitiere 
des  ministeres  provinciaux  de  I’Agriculture  puis,  apres  avoir  ete  remplies, 
ont  ete  envoyees  au  Bureau  Federal  de  la  Statistique  pour  y etre  compilees. 

Dans  la  province  d’ Ontario,  les  formules  ont  ete  distributes,  recueillies 
et  compiltes  par  le  Bureau  Ftdtral  de  la  Statistique,  mais  la  liste  des  fabriques 
a ttt  fournie  par  les  autoritts  provinciales,  qui  faciliterent  tgalement  la  rentrte 
des  rapports  ntgligts  ou  dilftrts. 

Enfin,  dans  la  province  de  Qutbec,  ou  I’industrie  laitiere  fait  I’objet  de 
statistiques  annuelles  colligtes  depuis  1914,  le  Bureau  des  Statistiques  de  Qutbec 
mit  gracieusement  les  donntes  de  1917  a notre  disposition,  en  nous  pretant 
les  formules  originales,  desquelles  nous  avons  extrait  les  informations  analogues 
a cedes  recueillies  dans  les  autres  provinces. 

II  est  a remarquer  que  les  statistiques  contenues  dans  ce  rapport  ne 
comprennent  pas  le  beurre  fait  chez  les  cultivateurs,  gtntralement  vendu  sous 
le  nom  de  “dairy,”  et  qui  constitue  la  plus  grande  proportion  de  la  production 
totale;  elles  ne  comprennent  pas,  non  plus,  les  petites  quantitts  du  fromage 
fabriqut  chez  les  particuliers.  II  n’existe  pas  de  statistiques  annuelles  de  la 
production  du  beurre  et  du  fromage  qui  se  font  dans  les  fermes,  mais  le  recense- 
ment de  1911  nous  apprend  qu’en  1910,  il  avait  ttt  fait  137,110,200  liv.  de 
beurre  “dairy  ” soil  68  p.c.  de  la  production  totale,  qui  s’tlevait  a 201,808.365 
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livres;  la  meme  ann^e,  il  avait  ete  fabrique  dans  les  fermes  1,371,092  livres  de 
fromage,  soil  0-7  p.c.  de  la  production  totale  du  fromage,  qui  atteignait 
201,275,297  livres. 

Les  statistiqiies  de  ce  rapport  ont  ete  reimies  et  compilees  sous  la  surveil- 
lance de  Mlle  F.  a.  Brown,  du  Secretariat  du  recensement  industriel,  et  le 
rapport  a et6  redige  par  M.  Ernest  H.  Godfrey,  F.S.S.,  charge  de  la  statistique 
agricole.

Introduction. 

Les  tableaux  qui  suivent  torment  partie  du  Recensement  Industriel  pour 
1917  auquel  il  a et4  procede  par  le  bureau  Federal  de  la  Statistique  en  1918; 
ils  donnent  les  resultats  de  la  compilation  des  donnees  fournies  par  les  beurreries^ 
fromageries,  etc.,  de  chacune  des  provinces  du  Canada.  Ces  etablissements 
sont  divises  en  cinq  categories,  savoir;  A.  Beurreries;  B.  Fromageries;  C. 
Fabriques  de  beurre  et  de  fromage;  D.  Fabriques  de  lait  condense;  et  IC.  Toutes 
fabriques,  c’est-a-dire  I’ensemble  des  etablissements  des  quatre  premieres  cate- 
gories. Pour  chaque  categorie,  les  informations  comprennent  le  nombre  des

En  1917,  I’industrie  laitiere  poss^dait,  dans  I’ensemble  du  Canada,  3,418 
etablissements  en  exploitation,  soit  949  beurreries,  1,900  fromageries,  549 
beurreries  et  fromageries  combinees  et  20  fabriques  de  lait  condense.  Le 
nombre  total  de  leurs  fournisseurs,  c’est-a-dire  des  fermiers  qui  les  alimentaient 
de  lait  et  de  creme,  s’elevait  a 248,683.  Ces  totaux  sont  detailles,  par  pro- 
vinces, dans  le  tableau  1,  avec  chiffres  comparatifs  pour  1915  et  1916.

Les  principaux  tableaux  incorpores  dans  ce  rapport  contiennent  un  certain 
nombre  d’informations  diverses,  presentees  par  provinces,  par  comtes  ou  par 
districts,  qui  seront  profitables  a tous  ceux  qui  s’interessent  a I’industrie  laitiere 
et  qui  revetent  un  caractere  d’importance  lorsqu’il  s’agit  d’envisager  en  bloc 
toutes  les  exploitations  industrielles  du  Dominion. 

A ce  sujet,  il  est  utile  de  remarquer  que  le  genre  des  beurreries  et  fromage- 
ries de  la  province  de  Quebec  differe  sensiblement  des  fabriques  de  I’Ontario 
et  des  autres  provinces.  Pour  cette  raison,  certains  details  demandes  par  le 
questionnaire  du  recensement  ne  purent  etre  obtenus  de  Quebec,  parce  qu’ils 
ne  s’appliquaient  pas  a I’industrie  laitiere  de  cette  province.  Dans  Quebec, 
les  beurreries  et  fromageries  sont  nombreuses,  mais  relativement  petites,  la 
plupart  etant  exploitees  par  un  personnel  restraint  a une,  deux  ou  trois  per- 
sonnes,  qui  sont  generalement  des  hommes  de  plus  de  16  ans.  Ils  ne  sont 
employes  que  durant  six  mois  par  annee  et,  a I’epoque  ou  s’opere  le  recensement, 
le  travail  de  I’annee  est  termine  et  le  stock  est  a peu  pres  epuise.  Ces  etablis- 
sements  n’ont  pas  de  frais  de  publicite,  ni  de  livraison  du  lait  et  de  la  creme 
qu’ils  regoivent.  En  general,  ils  brulent  du  bois  et  leurs  moteurs  n’excedent 
pas  5 ou  6 chevaux-vapeur. 

Capitaux  engages.— Les  capitaux  places  dans  I’industrie  laitiere  au 
Canada,  en  1917,  s’elevaient  a $19,628,001,  se  decomposant  ainsi:  terrain 
et  batiments  $8,641,413,  machines  et  outillage  $6,575,504,  produits,  combus- 
tible et  approvisionnements  en  stock  $2,507,363,  caisse  et  comptes  courants 
$1,903,721.  Dans  la  province  d’Ontario,  les  capitaux  ainsi  engages  atteignaient 
$8,395,483  et  dans  celle  de  Quebec  $5,585,538.  Dans  les  autres  provinces, 
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placees  par  ordre  d’importance,  des  chiffres  etaient:  Manitoba  SI, 630, 339; 
Alberta  81,538,965;  Colombie  Britannique  81,067,398;  Saskatchewan  8859,975; 
Xouvelle-Ecosse  8264,912;  He  du  Prince-Edouard  8167,159  et  Nouveau-Bruns- 
wick  8118,232. 

Employes  et  ouvriers. — Le  personnel  d’exploitation  des  beurreries,  fro- 
inageries  et  au.res  fabriques  de  ce  genre  comprenait  10,391  personnes,  soit 
1,635  directeurs,  gerants  on  employes  recevant  des  traitements  on  appointe- 
inents  et  8,756  ouvriers  et  journaliers,  y compris  3,037  personnes  occupees  par 
ces  industries  dans  la  province  de  Quebec,  ou  il  n’a  pas  ete  possible  d’etablir 
de  distinction  entre  les  uns  et  les  autres,  si  ce  n’est  dans  les  fabriques  de  lait 
condense.  Les  appointements  et  les  salaires  payes  se  sont  eleves  a 85,447,346, 
qui  se  divisent  de  la  inaniere  suivante:  appointements  8651,193,  salaires 

84,796,153,  y compris  81,045,688  payes  dans  Quebec  au  personnel  de  toutes 
categories.  Par  provinces,  ces  sommes  se  repartissent  ainsi:  Ontario  82,586,706; 
Quebec  81,044,788;  Alberta  8637,503;  Manitoba  8529,841;  Colombie  Britan- 
nique 8290,841;  Saskatchewan  8225,448;  Xouvelle-Ecosse  852,783;  Xouveau- 
Brunswick  841,784  et  He  du  Prince-Edouard  836,752. 

Combustible  et  force  motrice. — En  1917,  les  beurreries  et  fromageries 
out  consomme  une  quantite  de  combustible  estimee  a 8834,036  et  qui  englobe  les 
matieres  ci-apres ; charbon  8408,534;  bois  8166,676  et  autre  combustible  855,907, 
plus  8202,919  de  combustible  non  specific,  consomme  d^ns  la  province  de 
Quebec.  Le  volume  du  charbon  employe  atteignait  57,543  tonnes,  dont  40,870 
tonnes  ont  ete  consommees  dans  la  province  d’Ontario  et  56,197  cordes  de  bois, 
dont  46,782  cordes  ont  et4  brulees  dans  la  meme  province.  On  ne  connait  pas 
le  volume  du  combustible  consomme  dans  la  province  de  Quebec,  mais  sa  valeur 
etait  de  8211,536;  nous  savons  aussi  que  les  fabriques  de  lait  condense  de  cette 
province  ont  consomm4  pour  $8,617  de  charbon.  Dans  toutes  les  provinces, 
Quebec  excepte,  on  employait  918  machines  a vapeur  (dont  724  se  trouvaient 
dans  rOntario),  developpant  11,633  chevaux- vapeur,  dont  9,372  seulement 
etaient  en  usage.  Quebec  utilisait  une  force  de  17,967  chevaux-vapeur.  Dans 
toutes  les  provinces,  Quebec  excepte,  on  se  servait  aussi  de  1,061  moteurs, 
turbines,  etc.,  actionnes  par  une  force  motrice  autre  que  la  vapeur,  susceptibles 
de  produire  11,746  chevaux-vapeur  mais  dont  10,388  chevaux-vapeur  etaient 
effectivement  utilises.  Dans  la  province  d’Ontario,  ces  unites  etaient  au  nombre 
de  691,  d’une  force  maximum  de  7,817  chevaux-vapeur,  mais  donnant  en  fait 
6,757  chevaux-vapeur.  Dans  Quebec,  la  force  motrice  autre  que  la  vapeur  ne 
depassait  pas  894  chevaux-vapeur. 

Generalites. — Les  sommes  payees  aux  fournisseurs  de  lait  et  de  creme 
egalent  873,863,845  et  les  depenses  totales  atteignent  le  chiffre  de  886,488,260. 
Dans  cette  somme,  les  salaires  et  appointements  figurent  pour  $5,447,346,  le 
combustible  pour  8834,036,  les  matieres  premieres  (autres  que  lait  et  creme) 
pour  83,844,699  et  les  frais  generaux  pour  $2,498,334.  Outre  le  beurre  et  le 
fromage,  les  autres  produits  vendus  avaient  une  valeur  de  $18,424,485,  qui 
s’ajoute  a cede  du  beurre,  soit  $34,274,218,  et  a cede  du  fromage,  soit  841,180,623, 
et  forme  un  grand  total  de  893,879,326,  representant  la  valeur  des  produits  de 
notre  Industrie  laitiere  en  1917.
